Tbe Mollle KsgnlrM. 


P o t t s v i l l e , Pa., 11th.—The Yost 
trial still continues to attract the most 
intense interest. Detective McPar 
ton was on the stand again nearly all 
day. H e told how he was drawn to 
kill Jones the m ine boss, at Large- 
fords. How he delayed doing any­ 
thing and how Kelly Doyle and Ker- 
rigar, were drawn and sent to do the 
bloody work.He said he went to Tam- 
aqua and was informed that these 
men had gone to murder Jones. This 
was at 10 o’clock at night and at 7 
o’clock the next morning Jones was 
dead. The witness said he knew of 
six murders and of six contemplated 
murders in the case of tbe mine 
boss. Forsy, the witness, informed 
Superintendent Franklin and a large 
posse of coal and iron police sent out 
aud saved Forsy this. The last wit­ 
ness reported the details of every m ur­ 
der and proposed murder, also th«,de- 
taiis of every attem pt at incendiarism 
to Franklin some of the crimes were 
prevented but in a few cases informa­ 
tion was to late. Jones was warned 
tiiat he was marked out to be killed 
by the Mollies. 
W itness gave information but the 
murder was committed too soon after 
he found out plans to prevent it. W it­ 
ness told how Melius suspected him 
and tried to assassinate him. It ap­ 
pears that he went to a hank at Shen­ 
andoah to have a check drawn to the 
order of a man named John Barton 
but being known to the h a k a sjo s. 
McKennigand the check showing con­ 
nection with Pinkerton’s detective 
agency he was obliged to partly dis­ 
cover himself. 
This came to the 
knowledge of the Catholic Priest 
who gave information to Jack Kehoe, 
principal delegate of the Mollies, 
which led to a party 
being ap­ 
pointed to kill him, McParton, but 
he got away by putting on a bold 
defiant air. The parly tried to get him 
into a saloon to kill him, hut failing 
they sent men to his boarding house 
to do him violence. He didn’t go home 
that night. He courted Kerchan’s 
sister-in-law to throw the party off’ 
tbe track of the detective. 
Witness 
told against McGegan and 
Boyle 
and then he made his escape and 
the 
men 
went 
home. 
All 
of 
McParton’ s evidence is strong and 
direct aud defendant’s lawyers could 
not shake it iu the least. Another 
witness saw the murder goin home 
in the morning after the shooting of 
Yost. Witnesses were called to prove 
that the man who shot Yost corres­ 
ponded in appearance to McGeghan 
and Boyle. Kerrigan has not yet been 
ou the stand. He is the confessed 
murderer who turned State’s evi­ 
dence.

P h i l a d e l p h i a , 10th.—The city to­ 
day was thronged, about 250,000 peo­ 
ple at Falrmount Park. All means of 
conveyance 
densely packed.

weather during 
the forenoon was 
beautiful, but it was showery, in the 
afternoon and evening. After read­ 
ing the address of the President, Gen. 
Hawley wt.ived his handkerchief and 
the American standard was unfurled, 
the orchestra playing Hardel’s Hale- 
lujah Chorus. The order of the pro­ 
cession to the main building was as

Tbe Centennial. 


N e w Y o r k , May 10th.—1The Graph­ 
ic special from Philadelphia says: 
Troops began to arrive on Broad street 
soon after daylight and Gov. Rice, of 
Massachusetts, wearing a plain suit of 
black, rode between his guard and the 
city troops of Philadelphia, aud the 
marines and seamen of the Navy 
Yard marched very effectively. The 
colored troops mingled 
with 
tbe 
whites m arking the advance of chari­ 
ty and opinion in the past one hun­ 
dred years. There was said to have 
been over a miliion people Including 
strangers in the city last night and 
the hotels were literally packed. At 
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ten o’clock the troops arrived at the 
grounds by the different gates, their 
clanging bands responded to each oth­ 
er as they marched through the park, 
and the large hollow edifice re-echoed 
the sound of their drums. The pro­ 
gramme for the opening exhibition 
wa9 generally commended for its sim ­ 
plicity and It was rapidly and closely 
followed up. The central feature was 
of couise President Grant. His re­ 
marks were almost inaudible and Gen. 
Hawley was little better heard. The 
scene was brilliant when the foreign 
commissiouers were in their places, 
amid a fall of gold lace,chapeaux and 
medals of knighthood. The m ilitary 
officer of the United States and Navy, 
with the Spanish cadets 
standing 
near them, while in tbe distance were 
seen drawn up in tbe hollow square, 
the m ilitia of New Jersey, Peuusyl- 
vania,Delaware,New Hatnsphire and 
Massachusetts, and the seamen wear­ 
ing white turbans and carrying cut­ 
lasses. At twelve o’clock when the 
President accepted the bunting, the 
fiag was dropped at tbe place of the 
ceremony and instantly tLe large col­ 
ors were hoiBted on gables and towers 
of the whole series of edifices, every 
section having its symbol. Brazil, 
France, Portugal and Germany were 
in one group and Great Britain, Italy 
Kpaiu and Austria in another. A t 
the conclusion of his speech the Presi­ 
dent gave his arm to the Empress of 
Brazil and leaned upon the arm of 
Director Gen. Goshorn. These three 
led the way anti were followed by the 
Emperor of Brazil and Mrs. Grant and 
then by Fred Grant and Mrs. Fish. 
They walked into the main building 
by the middle door and tbeu proceed­ 
ed down the ceutre aisle, passing on 
their way the commissioners of the 
different nations in civil dress, who 
stood uncovered bowing and were sa­ 
luted by the President. The m ilitia 
were waiting at t >e exit door with 
music and drums and they cleared 
the way through the opposite door of 
the machinery hall. As they reached 
the middle of the building tbe great 
engine was started and tbe whole ma­ 
chinery began to move and the bells 
in the towers struck up. The Presi­ 
dent’s reception in the Judges' pavil­ 
ion was very fine. It proved to be the 
most enjoyable feature of the day. Af­

T h e New York Chamber of Com­ 
merce is a little ahead of the Centen­ 
nial. On the Fourth inst,they celebrat­ 
ed their one hundred and eighth an­ 
niversary by a fine dinner at Delmon- 
ico’s. Speeches were made by Gover­ 
nor T i l d e n , Ex-Governor J o h n A . 
D ix, 
Attorney-General 
E d w a r d s 
P iE R R E PO N T .D r J n o . H a l l and other 
prominent citizens. This representa­ 
tion of our commercial prosperity was 
» fitting introduction to the general 
national celebration. 


W e learn by our New York exchan­ 
ges that an address has been issued by 
. a number of prominent gentlemen de- 
airous of instituting reform in local 
and national politics, with the object 
of forming in that city a Republican 
Reform Club. After deprecating the 
widespread corruption which prevails 
in every department of the govern­ 
ment, a number of special objects are 
presented as the most important to be 
accomplished: This is good. Many 
of the most prominent citizens and 
property holders in the great metrop­ 
olis are forced to take this step for 
self-preservation. 
Among the names 
calling for this movement are such as 
jSocL John Jay, Hon. W. E. Dodge, 


H e f r y W . B e l l o w s , A . A . L o r d , 
A l b e r t G a l l a t i n , E l l i o t t ,C. Cow- 


d e n and at least a hundred others of 
the most influential citizens of New 
York. W hat a commentary is this 
on the Republican party w’hen its 
most respectable and most inñuentive 
members cry out for an abatement of 
corruption in high places at the hands 
of their own party. 


P ray er and Speech M aking. 


We have a word to say about the 
opening of the Centennial, and in 
making a gentle criticism we do not 
desire to be recorded as a constitution­ 
al growler. If the telegraph informs us 
aright, the proceedings were opened 
by a speech from Bishop Simpson— 
the papers call it a prayer. The studied 
remarks and gracefully rounded pe­ 
riods were delivered and executed un­ 
doubtedly with that grace that is one 
of the famed accomplishments of the 
orator-preacher, but his words were in 
reality uttered to tickle the ears of the 
audience, although addressed nomi 
nally to Deity. In this effort of Bish 
op S im p s o n it seems that the height 
of inconsistency has been reached. 
According to all well established ideas 
the word prayer carries with it.a sanc­ 
tity that should shield its use from the 
base service of vanity, whether uttered 
at the pulpit, in the closet, or on a 
public occasion. Prayer is one of the 
most sacred offices that human sus­ 
ceptibility can exercise or conceive of. 
It is the most holy of all of the in* 
stincts of our being, and of all, the last 
that should be trifled with, made light 
of, or prostituted to gain an eplieme 
ral reputation. There is even among 
the profane, a sort of disgust at the 
too free use of this office on public oc­ 
casions. The prayer of Bishop S i m p ­ 


s o n shows too much of the stump 
speech style, and is wholly unbecom­ 
ing both the occasion and the author. 
There is an odor of demagogueism 
connected with it that can but be of­ 
fensive to all thinking men. The oc 
casion that called forth the utterance 
is one grand surrounding, and we 
think that the Ruler of all things un­ 
derstands the situation without the 
instruction of the Rev. Bishop. It is 
quite time that our Divines should see 
themselves as others see them and not 
bring reproach upon their vocation by 
a profanation of an office the sanctity 
of which should ever be honored, re 
spected and preserved in its sacred 
purity. 


The Chinese Q uestion. 


There is no evil in society that has 
not its remedy, and.there is no malady 
that cannot be made the more severe 
by malpractice. In many respects the 
Chinese question is one of the most 
perplexing and the most annoying 
that has ever come before our people 
for solution. The B u r l i n g a m e treaty 
has been an absolute curse upon the 
Pacific coast, and has brought evils 
upon us the ill effects of which it may 
take a generation to efface. It would 
be an Herculean task to undertake to 
follow the ramifications of this evil— 
and were the effort successful, a nau­ 
seating tale would be unfolded that 
could but disgust every one whose 
moral susceptibilities are not totally 
benumbed. In regard to the correc­ 
tion of all evils there are mauy who 
yield to a spirit of bigotry and allow 
their passions to get the better of their 
judgment, and in dealing with this 
question all we fear is that there is a 
danger of an extravagance of action 
that will be a matter for future regret. 
The presence of the Chinese amongst 
us is simply a curse; and there is no 
department of trade, no sphere of so 
cial life that does not feel its baleful 
influence. Poverty among the white 
population, hoodlumism, and other 
untold evils are a concomitant of the 
presence of the Chinese on this coast. 
Evils we shrink from mentioning are 
growing hourly in our presence, and 
we as an act of self-respect and self 
preservation are called upon to seek a 
remedy in a legitimate manner. No 
sane man can fail to acknowledge the 
evil, but it requires wisdom to pro­ 
nounce the remedy. 
Pernicious as 
is the 
presence of 
this 
element 
amongst 
us, the curse is 
of 
our 
own 
begetting, 
and as we 
sug 
gested the other day, the only way 
in 
which we can legitimately rid 
ourselves of the evil is to uuauimous- 
ly demand of Congress to so modify 
the treaty with China that telief can 
be obtained—any other method would 
be wrong in the extreme. 
Let every 
community, city, town and hamlet 
join in a cooperative petition to Con­ 
gress for the relief desifed, and there 
can be no doubt that the request will 
be eranted. Neither members of Con­ 
gress nor our fellow-citizens at the 
East can 
understand the 
matter 
as we do, and 
the 
adoption of 
this plan will do more to promote 
a 
proper 
appreciation 
of 
our 
situation than any other course that 
could be selected. This is the legiti­ 
mate method of correcting the evil, 
and we trust that Los Angeles will 
send a unanimous petition to Congress 
before its adjournment, setting forth 
our grievances and asking for relief. 
There is not a doubt that nine out of 
ten of our citizens will unite in such 
an effort, and we believe that good 
will come of it. 
There is a movement 
on foot to form an anti-Chinese club 
in our city. We think such a step 
eminently proper, and believe that if 
the line of policy we have suggested 
is carried out, the result will be ob­ 
tained that we most heartily desire. 
The curse shoulhl be removed.

A resolution providing for the con­ 
struction of the Franklin street sewer 
was submitted and approved. 
A resolution providing for the ex­ 
tension of Sand street was submitted 
and approved. 
Petition from J. W. Potts and others 
asking for privilege of purchasing wa­ 
ter from the Woolen Mill ditch. Re­ 
ferred to Committee on Zanjas. 
Petition of J. L. Cruz for lluming of 
zanja referred to same committee with 
executive power. 
Petition of Wm. P. Smith for remu­ 
neration for Huniing zanja through 
Pryor tract referred to same commit­ 
tee.Petition of Wm. Gerkhardt for deed 
to certain property referred to Com­ 
mittee on Lauds. 
A communication was received from 
Jas. A. Evans notifying the Council 
that lie is now the legally appointed, 
qualified and acting City Eugineer 
and demanding tlmt all books, papers 
aud notes belonging to the office be 
turned over to him. 
A communication of the same tenor 
was submitted by the City Survey­ 
or. Also one by Capt. Kelleher and 
one by the Mayor. 
Mr. Huber moved that the commu­ 
nications be referred to the Board of 
Public Works and City Attorney. 
After passing this motion, the matter 
was reconsidered and the clerk in­ 
structed to notify tlie Secretary of the 
new Board of Public Works and the 
new Surveyor that til e Mayor and 
Council do not intend to turn over any 
papers or documents unless compelled 
to do so by law. 
Proposals for keeping city moneys 
were laid on the table one week. 
The report of Committee on Lands 
relative to petition of Severiano Ybar­ 
ra was brought up and the Mayor in­ 
structed to issue deed. 
An ordinance granting franchise to 
J. F. Ward and others for street rail­ 
road was laid on the table for one 
week. 
Mr. Huber called the attention of 
the Council to the excavation of grav­ 
el from the extension of Rock street 
without authority. 
He moved that 
no more earth be removed except 
with the consent of the Council. Mr. 
Huber had understood that Captain 
Barrowe, who was removing the 
ground, had been guilty of presenting 
a petition to the new Board of Public 
Works, by that means utterly ignor­ 
ing the present Council.
